Mow the Town Is 6ov«rned- 


The legislative branch of the town 
government is composed of seven trus­ 
tees who meet every two weeks and 
transact a large amount of business, a 
Board of Education composed of seven 
members, a Board of Library Trustees 
of five members. 
The executiye offi­ 
cers consist of a Marshal and two dep­ 
uties, a clerk, treasurer and officio tax 
collector, an assessor, attorney, en­ 
gineer, street superintendent and dep­ 
uty health officer, sanitary inspector, 
official 
numberer, poundmaster 
and 
two justices of the peace. 


The President of the Board of Trus­ 
tees is J. W. Richard's, a gentleman of 
the strictest integrity, who takes the 
deepestTtrterest in the welfare of the 
town even to the neglect, sometimes, 
of his own business. 
He is affable, 
courteous and always ready to listen to 
the suggestions of tbe humblest citizen 
in matters concerning the welfare of 
the town. 
Berkeley could not have 
selected a better man for President of 
the Board of Trustees. 
-Captain J. W. Gage represents the 
First Ward in the Board of Trustees, 
and while he looks closely after the in­ 
terests of rflSror.stituents he does not 
overlook the wants of the other por­ 
tions of the town. 
He is a man of 
very few words and of action, and since 
he took office North Berkeley has got 
more in the way of improvements than 
it ever got before in the history of the 
town. 
As chairman of tbe finance 
committee he 'may be honestly called 
the watch dog of the treasury, for he 
will not recommend a bill for payment 
unless he is morally certain that it is 
correct. 


William Carey Jones, who 
repre­ 
sents the Second Ward, is a man who 
commands the respect of everybody in 
Berkeley. 
He takes a great interest 
in the welfare of the town, and there is 
not a matter that comes before the 
Board that he is not thoroughly lamil 
iar with before hand and his sound 
judgment often prevents mistakes be­ 
ing made by the Board. 


Harry T. Cripps repressnts 
the 
Fourth Ward, and he represents it well, 
and his constituents are loud in his 
praise. 
Since he has been in office he 
has secured much for South Berkeley. 
He has had that section made secure 
from fire, by getting a thorough water 
system laid throughout that district. 
He has had Ashby avenue graded and 
macadamized and it is now one of the 
finest streets in Berkeley. He has had 
Shattuck avenue in his district graded 
and as soon as it-is macadamized the 
people of that section will be .pretty 
well off for fine streets. 


John Martin looks after, the Fifth 
Ward, which is one of the 
; largest in 
the city and it takes a great deal of his 
time to look after its needs. 
This he 
gives freely and it is safe to say that 
there is not a single part of the ward 
that he is not familial with, and which 
receives his personal attention. .This 
section; of the town had been greatly 
neglected until Mr. Martin came into 
the Board, and was a regular mud 
hole in winter, yet iri the: six months 
that Mr. MarUn'has been a member of 
tbe Board, a large" number of sewers 
have been bud; numerous sidewalks 
bare been put flown and 'Alcatraz 


ized. 
Mr. Martin has taken the great 
est interest in the street lighting ques 
tion, and his knowledge of electricity 
has been or the greatest benefit to the 
Board and to the people and has re 
suited in better lights and considerable 
saving to the town. 
When his plan of 
street lighting is carried out Berkeley 
wrtl be the best lighted city on the 
coast 


George G. Durrell represents the 
sixth ward. 
He is a man who is firm 
in his opinions and when he takes a 
stand upon any matter, a yoke of oxen 
could not pull him off. 
He spends a 
great deal of time looking after the 
street work needs of the town, and it is 
greatly due to him that San Pablo 
avenue is now graded and macadam­ 
ized. 
His judgment in reference to 
street work is sound, and his recom 
mendations for or against street work, 
is always taken by the Board without 
any discussion. 


Christian HofT is the representative 
from Ward Seven and he is an earnest 
worker. 
In the affairs of town he never 
allows his friendship or his own per 
sonal feelings to interfere with his duty 
He is a member of the license and 
electric light committee, and he has 
given the work of these committees his 
earnest attention. 
He has tried ha;d 
to equalize the license of business men 
and has succeeded admirably. 
As a 
member of the Electric Light Com 
mittee he has worked hard, and has 
pounded away untSl the lights are greatly 
improved, and until he has made ' the 
company realize that they can only get 
paid for the quality ol light that they 
furnished. 


Edward F. Niebaus represents the 
Sixth ward and represents it well 
He 
knows all the needs of the schools as 
he has filled the position before as a 
member of the Board. 
He also has 
the experience of being a former mem 
ber of the Board of Trustees. 
His 
business sagacity makes hjfn*a very 
valuable member of the Board of Edu­ 
cation and invaluable to hid fellow 
members. 


Chris Engtbretsen 
represents the 
Seventh ward and is not new in edu 
cational matters as he has before been 
a member of the Board. 
His sugges­ 
tions to the Board are always adopted 
and they should be for he is always 
looking after the interest of the scholars 
and for their advancement. 


The Board of Library Trustees con­ 
sists of F. K. Shattuck, A. W. Naylc, 
Thos. Addison, H. D. Irwin and H. 
W. Ta-lr. 
These gentlemen have 
but just entered upon their dut'es but 
as they are all leading and highly es­ 
teemed cit'zens of Berkeley it is safe 
to say that they will make the public 
libraiy of this town second to none in 
the country. 


Richard Lloyd is the Marshal of the 
town and he is a very capable officer. 
He is an old resident of the town 
having lived here before it was incor­ 
porated. 
He has served the town as 
Justice of the Peace, and has always 
been spoken of as one of the best judi­ 
cial officers that the town ever had., 
He is a brave and fearless officer and 
will not allow friendship to interfere 
with his du y. 
He is ably assisted by 
deputies, C. T. Kerns and Fred Raw- 
son, both of whom, while brare and 
fiarless offictrs, are affable and court­ 
eous gentlemen. 
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Berkeley ha| two Justices of the 
Peace both Qjjwftani are able and con­ 
scientious officers, and wear the judi­ 
cial ermine whhsbecoming dignity.

E a r l y History. 


There are few to-vns in the United 
Stales i hat have made more 
progress 
than o. r fair Berkeley for the short 
invii we have held a charter. 
It is .;ot 
y u eighteen years since Berkeley was 
organized. 
Before that the west end 
was known as Ocean View while the 
east end was just getting to be known 
as Berkeley. 
In early days the nearest 
post office was at Temescal and one at 
Ocean View. 
Capt. Bowen kept the 
latter at the old building which is still 
standing on the corner ot San Pablo 
and Delaware streets. 
The polling 
place in 1878 was held at McDonald's 
real es.tate office, corner of University 
and Shattuck Avenues, and as the boys 
used to say the first white man to vote 
at the new town election was a nigger. 
Several of the boys made their braggs 


that they would be the first men to 
vote in the new town hall, but Charley 
Davis (a colored man) got his vote in 
first. 
There were two tickets in the 
field, the Workingman's and Citizens 
and read as follows:-

T o build up any town in the proper 
way there should be men not only of 
energy but with a public spirit of a 
sufficient strength that it will give time 
and labor for the benefit of all. 
In 
addition to the above requirements it 
requires a.man who has a great 
deal 
of patience with his neighbors. 
How­ 
ever well a person may work to do the 
public good there 
will always creep 
into a community persons who seem^to 
have been born 
with a fault-finding 
nature. 
These ill-bred people seem to 
be always seeking opportunities to find 
fault with a man who is public spirited. 
Some one must take the lead. 
He 
may be one who occasionally errs in 
his judgment but he should have the 
credit of good intentions 
instead of

Don 
Guzuan 
Blanco, to take the position as mining 
engineer in a gold mine in Guyana, 
owned by a French Venzuelian syndi­ 
cate, of which he was the largest stock­ 
holder. 
T h e Hamburg-American line 
of steamers to the West Indies brought 
him to La Guayra, the sea port of the 
capital Caracas, which is three leagues 
(nine English miles in the interior, as 
the crow flies) but which to reach it 
takes about a day in a carriage or on 
horseback, for it lies about 
4000 feet 
above the level of the sea and a 
mountain range of from six to seven 
thousand feet has to be passed before 
you see the garden city of the south 
before you. 
Caracas is the most beau­ 
tifully located city of the world as far 
as climate and scenery are concerned. 
All the year round is spring time, the 
flowers, oranges and bananas 
seem to 
bloom and bear fruit all the year round 
and when looking to the southwest and 
west you see the mountain peaks of the 
Cordillera covered with snow and glit­ 
tering in the tropical sunshine, 
the 
heat of which is not felt on account of 
the altitude. 


After 
the necessary 
arrangements 
were made the question 
was raised 
which way to take to reach the mines. 
The overland trip over the Cordilleras 
down to the valley of the Orinoco 
would have been preferable to me on 
account of the scenery and the travel­ 
ing in a new country, but Indians com­ 
ing down from the mountains reported 
not alone heavy snow over the moun­ 
tain paths but avalanches as well, which 
made 
them 
impracticable 
in some 
parts. 
It was therefore thought 
better 
to take the steamer route 
from La 
Guayra along the coast to Trinidad and 
from there the steamer to Angostura or 
as the Venezuelians call it now Cindad 
Poolivar, the capital of the state of 
Guyana. 


In Angostura our party of six was 
received by the president's brother Don 
Parfirio Blanco, was then governor of 
the state of Guyana,, and enjoyed his 
hospitality for a few days till the neces­ 
sary preparations, 
repacking of some 
machinery and provisions for the mine 
were made. 
Then we started on our 
trip into the interior. 
Following for 
two days in canoes paddled by Indians 
the course of the mighty Orinoco river, 
which is as large there as the Missis­ 
sippi at New Orleans. 
We entered 
the third day the Itacumnry, an affluent 
coming from the south and went up 
there for three days m o w when we had 
to take to muleback to reach the mine, 
situated about three days journey in­ 
land. 
T h e country we traversed was 
first a low rolling prairie with many 
water 
courses 
with marshy 
borders, 
which had to be forded, but after a 
days journey we got into the hill re­ 
gion and found signs of placer mining, 
,which had been al.andoned, 
after the 
mother 
lode, a quartz 
bearing lime 
stone formation broken up by porphyry 
had 
been 
discovered by 
California 
miners. 


O n the evening of the sixth day »we 
arrived at Estreila, 
our 
destination. 
The buildings of the mine consisted of 
four buildings built around a square in 
which the arrastra. a primitive arrange­ 
ment for the crushing of calcinated 
gold-quartz, was located and was sur­ 
rounded by a ditch and wall with pal- 
lisades on top of it, flanked by small 
block houses on each corner. 
When 
I asked the book-keeper, Don. Rodrigo 
Munoz; who had come to Augostura 
for business and to act as our guide, 
what this was for, I was informed 
that 
the mine had previously been attacked 
by revolutionists and bands of robbers 
for the free gold and had been ran­ 
sacked several times with the prevalent 
Venezuelan custom to kill every one 
of the employes. 
I 
must 
confess I 
felt a cold shiver then and there, warm 
as it was. 
But that afternoon 
I felt 
better when I saw a couple of Gattling 
guns taken out from the mass of pack­ 
ages we had brought up and heard the 
American engineer, who had been 
a 
gunner in the United States Navy, call 
them beauties. 
They did some good 
work a few months later—but 
that is 
another story, as Rudyard Kipling says. 


T h e underground work consisted of 
three tunnels running from sixty to 
one hundred and fifty feet into the 
hill, striking the quartz vein in three 
different places and being connected 
by drifts with-each other. 
Shafts were 
sent down standing on the upper 
side 
of the vein but had been 
abandoned 
on account of water. 
Several years be- 
lore a pumping engine had been set 
up, but did not work well 
Mr. Rai 
mond, the French mechanical engi­ 
neer and I set to work therefor and had 


i premises 
to which we 


I gearing of the engines and could soon 
begin the work of the lode agrin. T h e 
water from the wheel was gathered in 
the ditch around the mine which had 
been dry before and from there run to 
the wheel for a stamp mill, we built on 
a little plateau about sixty feet deeper. 


T h e miners were all Indians 
and 
Mestizos, a mongrel race of Spanish, 
Indians and Neg'oes and were a rum 
lot, indeed. 
They were under 
super­ 
vision of Americans and Cornishmen, 
who acted as foremen or shift-bosses, 
and had been in California or Peru, 
where they had learned to speak suffi­ 
cient Spanish to spead to the 
men.'" 
They formed the body guard for the 
officers and engineers of the mine and 
pioved themselves on a later occasion 
to be staunch and reliable fellows. 


After a month of preliminary 
work 
the mine was started up again and 
proved to be very valuable 
property 
indeed. 
T h e free gold in quartz run 
up from one hundred and twenty dol­ 
lars to four hundred dollars per ton, 
with sometimes rich pockets 
running 
into the thousands. 
Every month a 
troop of Venezuelian cavalry 
would 
come up* from Angostura and take 
charge of the gold and valuable tailings 
and bring up the 
revisions 
that were 
needed. 


T h e country seemed to me to be 
very rich in gold as well as in valuable 
timber, but was not prospected on ac­ 
count of the Indians who were very 
troublesome then. 
A s I understand 
they are now nearly exterminated or 
driven over into Brazil. 
American and 
English prospectors and miners 
have 
developed the claims pretty 
well, the 
Rothschilds in.London being the main 
owners and it is no wonder to me 
therefore that Brittish greed wants to 
annex the country. 
T h e prevailing 
sentiment of the Venezuelian people 
is thought that they intend to keep 
their country for themselves, and as far 
as I know them they will do it, espe­ 
cially now where they have good rea 
sons to look for proteetion from 
their 
sister republic, the United States of 
America.

She was a very capable little woman 
pud usually "sized u p " to any occasion, 
but the care of those children was likely 
to prove a little too much for her, - 


When she married a widower and un­ 
dertook the care of his five boys she 
k n e w that she would have t o faoe many 
unexpected situations, and braced her­ 
self to do her best. 
She w a s not pre­ 
pared, however, for what she oalled the 
"breakage" in the family. The constant 
risk to lifo and limb that five active, 
sport loving boys were capable of w a s a 
new feature fir her young life, and she 
felt that she was in danger of losing her 
head unless she prepared herself to meet 
tbe different calls upon her motherly 
care. 


In her extremity she appealed to her 
friend, the trained nurse. 


"Can't yon give me some points,'' she 
said. 
"Tell m e of the proper things to 
do before the doctor .cornea i n oase of 
certain accidents—won't you? 
Then 
there are many little 
things—bruises 
and bnrnB and things that I oonld attend 
to myself without sending for a doctor 
if I only knew h o w . D o help m e o u t 
Suppose, for instance, one of the boys 
fell and broke bis arm, what should I 
do before the doctor came?" 


"If I were you, I would do nothing 
bnt wait, unless the surgeon w a s delay­ 
e d 
In that case I would simply place 
(be limb in between a folded pillow, 
fastening the pillow 
firmly 
together, 
thus making a sort of splint 


" Y o u will very likely have a sprain 
or t w o to deal with. Yon can either ap­ 
ply cloths saturated with ice water un­ 
til the swelling disappears, or you m a y 
use very hot water with vinegar in the 
same way. 
After the swelling has dis­ 
appeared you had better bandage tbe 
limb and let the little patient rest it on 
a level until it gets strong." 


"But I don't know bow to apply a 
bandage," was the forlorn reply. 


"Then it is abont time that you d i d , " 
said the trained nurse. 
"Give m e a 
piece of muslin and your bare foot, and 
I'll show you h o w . " 


Then tbe nurse took the piece of mus­ 
lin and tore it into strips of 8 inohes in 
width. 
Then saying, "Always begin at 
the extremity of a limb and work to­ 
ward the center of tbe body from left to 
right, " s h e 
placed one of the ends of 
the strip ut (lie instep and made a turn 
around tho base of the toe. 
Then she 
carried tbe band diagonally over the 
foot, across the point of the heel and 
baok from the other side, until it coin­ 
cided with the first turn. This was then 
covered and carried a second turn around 
the heel half an inch higher than tbe 
first 
She then continued to make alter­ 
nate turns under the sole and behind 
the heel, crossing over t h e instep until 
the entire foot was oovered. 
In finish­ 
ing the bandage she split the last vjauv- 
ter of yard of the strip through the mid­ 
dle, wound tbe ends in opposite direc­ 
tion around the limb and tied them in 
a bow. 


Then the band was all 
nnwouud 
again, and tbe pupil, trying ber hand, 
was delighted to Bee what a "firm band­ 
age" Bhe could make after t w o or three 
attempts. 


"In case of dislocation," continued 
the nurse, "there is always need «f in­ 
stant action. Muscular tension increases 
rapidly and its reduction becomes more 
difficult with every hour that passes. 


"Fingers and thumbs oan be set by 
pulling iu place, but be careful not to use 
too mnch force. A joint is always weak­ 
er after an accident und should be strap­ 
ped in placo until strong again. 


"Freddie's nose bled awfully the oth­ 
er day aud frightened me so because I 
oould not stop i t It Btopped itself after 
awhile, but what should I have done?" 


" I t is a good thing to press gently (be 
facial artery at the base of the nose and 
place cold applications to forehead and 
neck. 
I suppose yon had him lean his 
head over a basin. 
Y e s ; most 
people 
do, and that is jnst the worst attitude 
possible. 
You should have made h i m 
stand erect, throw his head baok and 
elevate hiB arms, while you held a oold, 
damp sponge to bis nostrils. If yon have 
an occasion like that again, and the 
bleeding ccntinnea after what I have 
told you to do has been tried, you had 
better syringe with salt and ice cold 
water or a solution of iron. 


"In the case of burns or scalds, if 
they are very bad send for your physi­ 
cian, but slight ones you can very Well 
attend to. The first thing in snch cases 
is to exclude the air. I find that baking 
soda and sweet oil make a soothing, 
healing application. 
If you oan 
r t get 
that conveniently, beat np the white of 
an egg and apply that with a bandage." 


"Will yon tell m e how to stop the 
flow of blood in case of out, and then 
I'll let yon go?" 


"Find the artery that is out and tie a 
handkerchief around the limb just over 
where it bleeds. 
Tie the handkerchief 
tightly; then make, Bay, three 
bard 
knots. In the lost knot insert a piece of 
stick with which you must twist tbe 
handkerchief until it is tight enough to 
stop the flow.. Tbe handkerchief, and 
stick make as good a tourniquet, as w e 
call it, as any one would wish."—Phil­ 
adelphia Press.

Christ­ 
mas, as commemorative of the birth of 
Jesus, Is an exception, having been reli­ 
gious from the boglnnlng. The day of the 
event was not agreod on until the fourth 
oentnry, when, by on Inquiry of theolo­ 
gians, Deo. 25 was decided to be the date, 
which has been observed ever sinoe. I n 
this country the gloomy, morbid Puritans 
earnestly opposed any celebration of Christ­ 
mas as savoring of the scarlet woman, 
especially if of a social or convivial 
kind, for they regarded all pleasure, 
howover 
Innocent, as wicked, 
thinking 
to 
gain 
heaven In the next 
world 
by making a hell of this. 
The mass of 
Americans, whether young or old, no 
longer couple the day with theology. They 
consider It a time for taking 
substantial 
comfort and making merry. 
Christmas 
presents, Christmas dinners, 
Christmas 
goyeties of every sort are significant of 
Deo. 85, are looked forward to with 
fond 
anticipations and backward at with mild 
regret, like all pleasant things that have 
passed. 


Tho mere fact that the (!ay, whether ac­ 
curate or not, Is Indelibly associated with 
Christ, with Jesus, with his nativity, with 
the record of his noble, beautiful, self sao- 
rlflnlDg life, entirely devoted to humanity, 
should render it precious and Inspiring. 
It matters not whother he be believed to 
be the Son of God or the son of man—his 
aota, his supreme generosity and benero- 
lenoe, his total self denial, his sublime 
oourage, his sovoreign altruism remain, 
In eithor case, precisely the same. Regard­ 
ing him simply as human, his entire life 
would sooui Indeed to be grander, moro ex­ 
alted, more touching, more consecrated 
than if he were accounted supernatural. 
He would be divine In his humanity, not 
through miracle, but through superlative 
goodness, purity, exalted passion for the 
welfuro of his fellows. 
To the thoroughly 
rationalistic, he might not appear so truly 
heroic, BO unapproachable, so morally won­ 
derful In the light of a God as In the light 
of a man. In one lnstanou he might seem 
to be playing a part; to be going through 
an Imposing form; to be something less 
than ho assumed. 
I n the other, he would 
prove himself absolutely, awfully sincere, 
rising gloriously above the common weak­ 
ness of his race, reaching tho loftiest pin­ 
nacle of the ethically sublime. As an hell 
of time and nature, he is without compan­ 
ion, competitor or peer, the grandest ideal 
of humanity. 


Jesus, judged by reason alone, was the 
first, as he may have been the lost, perfect, 
completely (lawless man. H e was the 
primary democrat. I n his eyes all IIIB fel­ 
lows were equals. 
The prince and slave, 
the oourtier and the hind, the scholar and 
the yokel were on the same level. 
He de­ 
manded justice for the whole race, and he 
tempered justice with mercy. He was the 
first to esteem, to revere woman for her 
womanhood, to stand between her and the 
wrongs of her stronger, less sympathetic 
partner. He was as tender as he was fear­ 
less. 
He wus the sole pioneer of true civ­ 
ilization, a moral and political 
reformer 
and centuries In adrauoe of his time. This 
it w.as that led to his destruction. The 
Pharisees naturally hated him. They were 
aotlve In his undoing. 
Brought to the 
sanhedrln, he was declared guilty of lrre- 
Uglon and condemned to death. Arraigned 
before Pontius 
Pilate, governor of the 
province, charged with sedition, he was 
also sentenced (though Pilate believed him 
Innocent) on account of the clamors and 
menaces of the peoplq. 
His offense no 
doubt was political. 
I t was feared ho 
would undermine the institutions of the 
time, for he, himself a Jew, was hostile 
to the temper and spirit of tho Jews, who 
were violent and sanguinary, as was all 
humanity at that era. 
He suffered as any 
one might have suffered who was far be­ 
yond his epoeh, whose opinions, feelings, 
oonvlctionn were adverse to those of the 
community In which he moved. 
He had 
the soul of a martyr, the strength and 
will for martyrdom. He died for human­ 
ity, as he knew he must die, and was happy 
in so dying. The end, whloh he clearly saw, 
crowned the work, completed his spiritual 
career, haloed It forever. 


Suoh an example is always before us; it 
cannot be obliterated, dimmed or distorted. 
Each return of Christmas should revive it 
In our minds and hearts. The influence of 
the day, whatever our understanding of 
theology, must be, In the best sense, re­ 
ligious. 
Jesus is an eternal pattern. We 
, cannot reach It, but we can strive toward 
| It. 
He Is the embodiment of the best pos­ 
sible in manhood, of generosity, friend 
.ship, brotherhood, democracy, tenderness, 
self sacrifice, love and charity. 
H e Is al­ 
together beyond dogma. 
Admiration, af­ 
fection for him is a new faith, a revela­ 
tion outside of Revelation, 
Christianity 
higher than the Christianity of the church. 


Were he, the lowly, devoted, 
stainless 
man of sorrows, to return to earth tomor­ 
row, many who esteem themselves most 
pious would not recognize him, would not 
weloome him. Many of the ohurohes dedi­ 
cated to him would not admit him, nor 
would he enter 
where their 
splendors 
shine. 
He would seek the poor, the hum­ 
ble, the abodes of Indigence and wretohed- 
ness. 
He oould not breathe freely In the 
sumptuous temples reared in his honor. 
He would not, he oould not, worship 
among his worshipers. 
Christ would be 
isolated In a throng of Christians. 
They 
would not sympathize 
with h i m ; they 
would avoid h i m ; tbey would not doom 
him worthy to associate with their supe­ 
riority. So muoh has Christianity changed 
since Christ was in the world. 


Christinas, considered In Its best signifi­ 
cance, should not Inculcate uny special 
creed, any olass of dogmas, any form of 
ritual, but the broader, deeper spirit of 
religion, consisting of morality joined to 
humanity. 
It should teach the praotloal 
lessons of Jesus' life, the divinely human 
| of his nature, the truest, rarest, highest 
that la In our common nature. Prom him 
and from the inspiring festival we should 
learn to be more willing and eager to help 
our fellows, to sympathize with t h e dis­ 
tressed and unfortunate, to relieve every 
wont, to heal every hurt, to soften every 
woe. 
So Jesus did to the very end. A n d 
if w e imitate him, however remotely, we 
may be sure that we are aiding somewhat 
in the progress and welfare of the race, 
acting the part of brotherhood whether we 
obey dogma or violate tenet. Not what 
we believe, but what we do, Is our sov­ 
ereign justification.

President Henna 
acknowledged that he had been in

Palma 
and that steps will at once be taken 
to assist the people of Porto Rico, who 
are anxiously awaiting the signal to 
arise. 


A meeting of the members of both 
the Cuban and Porto Rico Junta will be 
held at the Cuban headquarters, when 
a campaign favorable to the Porto Ri- 
cans will be decided upon. The Cuban 
Junta realizes that it has secured power­ 
ful allies in the war against Spain. With 
the development of an insurrection in 
Porto Rico the efforts of the Spanish to 
put down the war in Cuba will neces­

He said: "We addressed commun­ 
ications also to our general delegate, 
T>T. Ramom Betances, who'is also agent 
for the Cubans in Paris, and to other 
prominent Cubans and Porto Ricans 
abroad, who are eager to see Porto 
Rico free. 
From them we received 
great encouragement and proffers of 
assistance. 
They forwarded the nec­ 
essary documents of endorsements. 


I realize that a fkw men have no right 
to force a revolution, even in the cause 
of liberty, but our people are waiting 
only for leaders, and revolution is what 
thhe.people want. Our plans are matur­ 
ing. Cuba's success means Porto Rico's 
triumph.
